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Applicant argues that Song fails to disclose all the limitations set forth in the rejection of claim 1. Applicant states that Song fails to 
teach the liquid crystal being radially oriented and that Song discloses 4 different orientations. This is found to be unpersuasive because 
Song shows the 4 orientations all be radially oriented as the liquid crystal points toward the center the liquid crystal domain in each of the 
4 liquid crystal thus the liquid crystal is considered radially oriented (see Song Figs 3 6, 8 and 9). 

Applicant also argues unexpected results when combined an inverted driving scheme with a vertically aligned liquid crystal. Applicant 
makes reference to pages 69-70 of the specification however pages 69-70 do not explain how combination of an polarity inversion driving 
scheme combined with vertically aligned liquid crystal produces any unexpected results. Examiner notes that the application states that 
this suppresses flicker and improves aperature ratio which is the ratio which results in an improvement in contrast. However Kim which 
was previously cited discloses flicker reduction and improved picture quality (contrast) that results from such a driving scheme (see 
column 5 lines 19-41). Thus, applicant has failed to show a case of unexpected results when combining vertically aligned liquid crystal 
with a polarity inversion driving scheme. 
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
